World nents of Wheat 
During the first 46 weeks of the 
present crop year world shipments 
of wheat amounted to 712,000,000 
bushels; This leaves a balance of 
64,000,000 bushels to go forward in 
the remaining six weeks of the pres- 
ent crop year in order to fulfill the 
estimat.made by Mr, _Broomhall. 
Since last August world shipments 
have averaged 15.4 million bushels 
per week while average weekly 
shipments of 10.7 million bushels for 
the remaining six weeks of the pres- 
ent crop year will satisfy Mr. Broom 
hall’s estimate of world require- 
ments. 


Canadian Wheat Situation 

Marketings of wheat during the 
past few weeks have been unusually 
heavy. Total volume of wheat 
marketed in western Canada _  be- 
tween August 1, 1931, and the 10th 
of June, 1982, amounts to 252,871,434 
bushels as compared with 297,468,523 
bushels during the same period in 
1930-31. Indications are that the 
government estimate of wheat pro- 
duction in the prairie provinces 
made last January will be somewhat 
lower than the actual outturn. At 
the same time, farm carryover at 
the end of July will undoubtedly be 
smaller than at the same time last 
year.

North American shipments are 
some 24 million bushels less than 
during the same period the pfevious 
year, while Argentina increased her 
shipments by 21 million bushels and 
Australia by seven million bushels, 
and other countries increased their 
shipments by 16 million bushels. 
Russia decreased her shipments by 
over 21 million bushels. 

It is quite obvious that increased 
shipments from Australia and Ar- 
gentina were due to a large degree 
to the depreciated curriencies in 
both countries which gave them a 
considerable advantage in selling 
over Canada and the United States.
